C. Kirkpatrick, members of the 
Missouri Elections Commission, 
Cole County Clerk Stanley C. 
Diemler and Proseecuting Atty. 
James McHenry,, the labor 
goups contended that the law is 
“repugnant” to the U.S. and 
state constitutions. 
Tthe campaign act was ap­ 
proved by Missouri voters by 
nearly a 4-1 margin one year 
ago, and it went into effect Jan. 
1. Among other things, it re­ 
quires the disclosure of cam­ 
paign contributions and ex­ 
penditures and prohibits direct 
or indirect political contribu­ 
tions to candidates by labor 
groups and corporations. 


In a statement attached to

Here the national disgrace was 
the country’s private pension 
system, which Nader charac­ 
terized in an article as “the 
worst fraud ever perpetrated” 
on the American people. 
Another national disgrace we 
are all familiar with is the 
government itself, thanks to a 
multivolumed Nader task force 
report on Congress last year, 
which informed us that what we 
have is not a representative 
democracy but a presidential 
monarchy.

JACK ANDERSON SAYS: 
Navy Neglects 
Emergency Carriers 
with 
LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON - In these 
uneasy times, the Navy may be 
alerted any day to airlift en­ 
dangered Americans from some 
trouble spot. Yet the seven 
helicopter carriers, which are 
most likely to be used for an 
evacuation, 
have been 
per­ 
mitted 
to 
fall 
into woeful 
disrepair. 
The Navy seems able to find 
funds when an Admiral wants 
his quarters refitted or an ex- 
Admiral applies for a contract 
as a consultant. Yet there isn’t 
enough money, apparently, to 
maintain the rusty, leaky tubs 
which are supposed to be ready 
for any emergency^ The Navy 
crewmen and Marine assault 
troops on board also often live in 
squalor. 
We 
began 
investigating 
conditions aboard the helicopter 
carriers a year ago. But the 
Navy, we found, had swept the 
embarrassing facts under the 
secrecy stamp. Not that there is 
anything 
legitimately secret 
about the Navy’s neglect. It is 
merely a Pentagon habit to 
censor embarrassing news by 
classifying it. 
We were able, nevertheless, to 
get the classified inspection 
reports, and on Nov. 11,1974, we 
described the deplorable con­ 
ditions aboard the Okinawa and, 
later, the 
Iwo Jima. The other 
five helicopter carriers, 
we 
suggested, weren’t in much 
better shape. 
Suddenly, three astonishing 
things happened: (1) the Navy 
began allotting money to repair 
the Iwo Jima and Okinawa; (2) 
we are flooded with letters from 
sailors urging us to write about 
their own unseaworthy ships; 
and (3) the Navy brass stamped 
an even higher classification on 
the reports of its jaunty chief 
inspector, 
Rear Adm. John 
Bulkeley. 
At one closed meeting, the 
participants were advised that 
the newer classification and 
special 
security 
precautions 
were necessary to “keep the 
reports out of Jack Anderson’s 
hands.” 
Despite the coverup, however, 
we have obtained copies of the 
latest inspection reports. One 
lengthy report describes con­ 
ditions aboard the New Orleans. 


Some vital electronic gear 
was installed on this helicopter 
carrier more than 18 months 
ago. Yet Bulkeley’s boys found 
that “complete documentation 
is still not aboard ship.” The 
“documentation” is needed to 
properly operate the 
equip­ 
ment. 
“The 
passive 
electronic 
warfare 
capability” 
for 
gathering seaborne intelligence 
and 
other 
information 
“is 
degraded,” the report charges. 
Even the “jib cranes,” used to 
lift small boats and supplies onto 
the deck, “are in a deteriorated 
condition with one out of com­ 
mission,” the report adds. 
The Navy, in response to our 
inquiry, insisted it is doing 
everything possible to keep up 
the fleet. 
Footnote: At the very time we 
were writing this story, another 
letter arrived from the mother 
of a seaman aboard the New 
Orleans’ sister ship, the Inchon. 
She urged us to keep reporting 
on the fleet’s condition. Her 
son’s ship, she wrote, “is now 
two years past its yard period 
and 
has 
had 
innumberable 
breakdowns.” 
UNFAIR TO BLACKS: The oil 
companies have been patting 
themselves on the backs and 
boasting what good citizens they 
are for throwing contracts to 
black businessmen. 
The 
oil 
crowd 
staged a 
“minority procurement fair” in 
Houston, 
for 
example, 
to 
dramatize how generous they 
are to blacks. But privately, 
some

called

the

The industry claims, as part of 
its ballyhoo, that it awarded $200 
million worth of business to 
minority firms last year on the 
Alaskan North Slope project 
alone. This is astonishing since 
the nation’s top 100 black firms, 
all together, 
achieved little 
more than $200 million in total 
sales last year. 
But perhaps a case study is 
more revealing. Mark Rivers is 
a West Point graduate and 
accomplished businessman who 
helped 
m ^ e 
the 
Watts 


Manufacturing Company the top 
black-owned 
manufacturing 
firm in the nation. 
Early this year, he . put 
together a firm called California 
Energy 
Systems. 
No 
one 
questions 
that 
R ivers’ 
new company is competent. It 
can design, engineer, fabricate 
and 
deliver 
the 
equipment 
needed to drill for offshore oil 
and 
gas. 
Yet 
after 
six 
frustrating months, his firm has 
yet to come up with a single 
significant contract. 
Rivers called upon Exxon, the 
oil colossus, a total of 17 times. 
Each time, he was given a 
sympathetic audience but no 
contract. When he related his 
experience to Wilbur Hunt, the 
Exxon represenattive at the 
Houston procurement fair, he 
was told he should have made an 
18th visit. 
Rivers had a worse time with 
British Petroleum, which put 
him on the bid list. But just as his 
firm came up for a contract, it 
was abruptly taken off the list, 
and the contract went to a dif­ 
ferent company. 
A source inside BP-s con­ 
tracting company told us that 
the president of BP’s U.S. 
operations, 
Tom 
Sharpe, 
personally 
ordered 
Rivers’ 
company removed from the bid 
list after a meeting with Rivers. 
Since 
BP 
operates 
on 
American soil in Alaska, it is 
required 
by 
the 
Interior 
Department to do some minority 
contracting. But our sources 
clain that most of BP’s minority 
business 
goes 
to 
“front” 
operations. 
A 
minority 
businessman is simply used for 
window 
dressing, 
in 
other 
words, with (he real profits going 
to non-minority controllers. 
Rivers also got the runaround 
from Occidental. Now Gulf and 
Mobil have agreed to inspect his 
facilities. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether they will put 
their money where their mouths 
are. 
Footnote: A BP spokesman 
denied that Rivers’ firm was 
ordered off the bid list by 
Sharpe. He said they are still 
eligible for contracts. He also 
denied that “fronts” were used 
to 
fulfill 
minority 
business 
requirements. 
Exxon 
and 
Occidental spokesmen defended 
their firms’ minority business 
records, 
and indicated that 
Rivers’ firm would be given 
every 
consideration 
in 
the 
future.

No city can live so high on the 
hog and survive. No city can be 
the wind tunnel to the White 
House for ambitious politicians 
and survive.

It can still save 
itself. But unless its employes 
put in a full year’s work for a full 
year’s pay, its budget will go to 
$20 billion a year, Abe Beame 
once told me.

The fund from which 
IDA doles out its largess is 
raised by 25 countries and of 
course by far the biggest con­ 
tributor is Uncle Sam-up until 
1974 providing almost 40 per 
cent of the fund’s billions 
Through mid-1973 IDA had 
authorized

total of 428 
development credits amounting 
to $5 8 billion. Its loans are for 50 
years and bear no interest. After 
a 10-year grace period, 1 per 
cent 
of 
the 
principal 
is 
repayable annually for 10 years 
and 3 per cent in each of the 
remaining 30 years. There is a 
yearly service charge of three- 
quarters of 1 per cent on the 
disbursed portion of each loan to 
cover administrative co6ts. 
D efenders 
of 
A m erica’s 
participation in the fund will tell 
you that it goes for projects in 
countries where the per capita 
yearly income is less than $375. 
But the issue here is not whether 
all of this money from American 
taxpayers is being spent for 
humanitarian needs-some of it 
is, a lot of it isn’t-but whether 
we can afford it. W'e maintain 
we can’t. 
Rep Clarence Long (D-Md.) 
complained that “ What has 
disillusioned most of us is the 
fact that the money has not gone 
to these poor people.” And in­ 
deed tnere have been abuses 
For example, it is no secret 
that many recipient countries 
take the funds and lend them out 
again to other countries at 
prevailing 
interest 
rates. 
Moreover, at least 30 per cent or 
more of IDA’s loans have gone 
for industrial power plants and 
transportation facilities and a 
far 
smaller 
percentage 
for 
agriculture to feed the hungry 
and education 
to teach the 
illiterate. 
India, for instance, consumes 
35 per cent of IDA’S budget 
annually and lias received about 
$2 5 billion in loans since IDA’S 
inception in 1961. Certainly, it is

resources helped give India the 
financial wherewithal to develop

gave

to 
Bangladesh only to have the

M e a n w h i l e , 
Bangladesh has been ravished 
by famine. Similar expenditures 


of dubious benefit to the truly 
poor have been made with IDA’s 
easy-credit loans.

The proposals, to be ef­

passed, call for the com­ 
bination of all 
probate, 
m agistrate and municipal 
courts into a single circuit 
court system below the court 
of appeals. 
But the board of governors 
decided against the com­ 
mittee’s suggestions that the 
Missouri Supreme Court have 
authority to redistrict circuit 
court boundary lines. 
“The thinking was this was 
giving too much power to the 
supreme jcourt for (such) a 
political 
decision,” 
said 
Alexander Bartlett, a com­ 
mittee member. The board 
opted to keep the existing 
constitutional 
rule 
of 
legislative redistricting, he 
said. 
The 
supreme 
court, 
however, 
has authority to 
transfer judges and create or 
phase out judgeships under 
the proposals. 
The board further specified 
which cases will be appealed 
from the circuit court level 
directly tcrtne state supreme 
court, bypassing the state 
court of appeals. 
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Those are cases involving 
trials 
where 
punishment 
imposed is death or im­ 
prisonment, trials questioning 
the validity of 
Missouri 
statutes, treaties or the 
constitution 
and 
trials 
questioning a state official’s 
placement in'office. 
A controversial part of the 
plan calls for the appointment 
of circuit court clerks. Clerks 
now are elected, but beginning 
in 1983 circuit court judges 
would appoint their own clerks 
under terms of the proposal. 
“The circuit courts ought to 
have 
control 
over 
their 
clerical personnel,” Bartlett 
said. 
Under the 
MBA plan, 
probate 
and 
m agistrate 
judges 
would 
become 
associate circuit judges under 
a circuit court judge. MBA 
committee members say no 
additional judgeships will be 
created after 1979 so no ad­ 
ditional costs will be incurred. 
“There will no doubt be a lot 
of gnashing of teeth when this 
is phased in,” Bartlett said,

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Remarriages 
on the rise

Hie number of remarriages in the later years of life has increased 
and is continuing to grow. Second marriages and late marriages are 
becoming more acceptable to society, as the number of widows and 
widowers increases. In 1970, there were ova: six million widows and 
a million and a half widowers in the United States. This is six times 
as many widows and four times as many widowers as there were in 
1900. 
The trend toward remarriage is aided by better health among 
individuals over 60. Good health helps these senior citizens to remain 
mobile and active and the possibility of meeting a marriage partner 
increases. Life expectancy is now longer than it has been in the past. 
And, many older Americans don’t welcome the prospect of passing 
15 or 20 years alone. 
Living with one’s children is decreasing in popularity. In today’s 
mobile society, children may live half way across the nation from 
their parents. An uprooting from home and old friends may be very 
difficult to some older Americans. Inclusion erf an additional family 
member in a young family is sometimes difficult. 
However, research shows that an older person who decides to 
remarry may face opposition from family and friends.. Children 
often oppose a later-life marriage because they see it as a reflection 
of their inability to meet the parent’s needs. They may feel guilty 
about their own failure to make up to their parents for the 
happiness 
they had as children. Sometimes, 
the 
sudden 
role reversal, of accepting the parent as a needing person with 
desires and plans beyond themselves, is difficult for the child to deal 
with. Sometimes a child may oppose the marriage because of self 
interests; he may feel that remarriage of the parent will adversely 
affect his inheritance. Often, strong opposition from children and 
friends will discourage the senior citizen about the prospect of 
remarrying. 
Older remarriages can be successful. Walter McCain (1969), in 
research conducted with 100 couples who married late in life, found 
that certain factors seemed to aid in increasing the chances for a 
successful marriage. Widows and widowers who knew each other- 
well and who seemed to satisfactorily adapt to the process of aging 
before remarriage tended to be more successful. Sufficient incomes 
coupled with ownership of a house(s) in which they did not live, was 
often seen in successful remarriages. And, approval of family and 
friends of the remarriage was also seen in many of the marriages 
classified as successful. 
Although the number of senior citizen marriages in this area is 
small, this may increase as more people seek a continuation of 
family life. In America’s fast-paced society, remarriage may be the 
sway to intimacy and caring in the later years.

In addition, IRS Commission­ 
er Donald Alexander testified 
Thursday that last year alone 
IRS agents turned over 29,520 
tax returns on 8,210 taxpayers 
to

federal 
agencies for one reason or an­ 
other. 
Alexander said that until he 
stopped it last year, a comput­ 
er system had been fed infor­ 
mation on 465,442 persons, in­ 
cluding Alexander himself. 
Hie IRS commissioner also 
agreed with Chairman Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, that the tax- 
collecting agency had no busi­ 
ness complying with a 1967 CIA 
request to audit the tax returns 
of Ramparts magazine as a 
means of preventing or blunt­ 
ing its forthcoming expose 
about the National Student As­ 
sociation operated overseas as 
a CIA front 
• 
“I can’t imagine a more 
clear-cut instance of the CIA 
using the IRS for the purpose 
of getting a magazine that pro­ 
posed to reveal activities the 
CIA 
wanted 
to 
conceal,” 
Church said. 
“The IRS has no business 
engaging in the use of its proc­ 
esses 
to 
harass 
so-called 
enemies,” said Alexander, who 
became IRS commissioner in 
May 1973. 
Among the names on the list 
were former New York City 
Mayor John V. Lindsay, former 
U.S. Sens. Charles Goodell, R- 
N.Y., and Ernest Gruening, D- 
Alaska; Rep. Charles Diggs, D- 
Mich.; columnist Joseph Alsop; 
writers Norman Mailer and 
Jimmy Breslin; rock singer 
James Brown;, actress Shirley 
MacLaine; singer Joan Baez; 
and civil rights leaders Aaron 
Henry, Jesse Jackson and Co- 
retta King. 
Also listed were comedian 
Godfrey Cambridge and Nobel 
Prize-winning scientist Linus 
Pauling. 
Alexander’s testimony before 
the intelligence panel disclosed 
for the first time that under­ 
cover tax agents have been 
used to infiltrate tax-resister 
groups, and in at least one case 
reported the legal strategies of 
such a group to the Justice De­ 
partment. 
Alexander said 
two such 
agents currently are active and 
he defended their use. 
Alexander testified that four 
months after taking office he 
learned of the existence inside 
IRS of the Special Services 
Staff (SSS) and ordered it dis­ 
banded on grounds it had noth­ 
ing to do with legitimate collec­ 
tion of taxes. 
The special unit was formed 
in 1965 during the directorship 
of 
Commissioner 
Randolph 
Thrower and continued under 
IRS 
Commissioner 
Johnnie 
Walters. 
Alexander said that during 
that time the unit had compiled 
records on more than 8,000 indi­ 
viduals and 3,000 groups and 
sent many of them to field of­ 
fices for tax audits. 
Alexander said he had or­ 
dered files of the special unit 
preserved while investigations 
are going on. 
He said once these are con­ 
cluded he wants to take the 
records to the Ellipse behind 
the White House ‘‘and have the 
biggest bonfire since 1814,” the 
year British troops burned 
Washington.

COLUMBUS, Ga. — (NEA) — There is a sometimes notion 
in this part of the republic that William Calley should go into 
politics. Someone at a dinner party, the other night, for exam ­ 
ple. got the idea, loudly, and laid a dream ticket on the guests: 
George Wallace and Rusty Calley, the all-America team , or at 
least all a part of that America capable of inventing such 
potentialities. 
The suggestion is inevitably sobered by realities, however. 
Though Calley has given thought to politics, and alm ost any 
other way to earn a living, he is at the moment and possibly 
forever forbidden from doing so. As a federally convicted 
m urderer of “ not less than 22 Vietnamese civilians," in My 
Lai, South Vietnam, he is barred from holding public office. 
Besides this, neither m ajor party here shows any interest 
whatsoever in promoting his candidacy. 
If he could run. however, he would doubtless receive a sub­ 
stantial vote from that portion of the citizenry that clings to 
the philosophy that he is something special. Seven years after 
the murders, four years after his sentence to life imprison­ 
ment and a year after his eventual release from confinement, 
Calley rem ains a symbol to many, a hero to some. "I can see 
him as a congressm an." says a Columbus councilman, "w e 
could use more of what he stands for in Washington." 
Just what it is William Calley stands for is, however, un­ 
known. even in his adopted hometown. Despite a few attempts 
at public speaking in which he was numbingly lachvrymose 
and self indulgent, he has shown nothing more of himself, 
preferring to live his life in mystery and anonymity. He lives 
with a large dog in a moderately expensive apartm ent, travels 
often, dates only occasionally, has few friends other than 
those with whom he has legal or business ties. 
His Tennessee attorney says he is technically available for 
appearances if the price is right ($1,500 per speech, five 
figures for television), but other than this he is, alm ost eerily, 
seldom even seen anymore.

LONDON (AP) - That pre­ 
viously 
unsullied 
symbol

British well-being, the Sunday 
joint of beef is seriously threat­ 
ened by this nation’s 26.3 per 
cent inflation rate, currently 
the highest in the industrial 
world.

LINEVILLE, Iowa (AP) — 
Folks don’t have to cross the 
street to Missouri to have a 
drink anymore. A tavern finally 
opened on the Iowa side. 
“We did get tired of seeing 
our money go to the other side 
of the street,” says 
Ruth 
Owens, a member of the Line- 
ville City Council. 
The town squats on the Iowa- 
Missouri state line. 
For years, the 385 people on 
the Iowa side had been running 
to the 52 people on the Missouri 
side to buy things that were il­ 
legal on the Iowa side, in­ 
cluding whiskey and fireworks. 
Missouri had more liberal li­ 
quor laws, so the tavern busi­ 
ness was relegated to the south 
side of the state line. 
But in the summer of 1974, 
the lone tavern on the Missouri 
side of the street collapsed. Jim 
Perkins, 43, a retired Air Force 
veteran, and Harold Craig, 50 
opened the Little Road Side 
Tavern on the Iowa side. 
“It just fell flat down, all ot 
her,” said Craig. “The way it 
was leaning, everybody thought 
it was going to fall to the south, 
but instead it just fell straight 
in.” 
Since then, the Iowa Legisla­ 
ture has lowered the legal 
drinking age to 18. 
Now the traffic on U.S. 65 is 
coming from the other direc­ 
tion, where 18-to 20-year-old 
Missourians cannot buy beer or 
liquor legally. 
I’m going to paint the front 
red, white and blue with a sign, 
‘Happy Birthday, America,’ ” 
Perkins said.

Prison medical care questioned 


Biorhythms, theoretical human 
cycles used to explain those fa­ 
miliar ups and downs of life, 
are being touted as the latest 
way to chart your way around 
physical, emotional and in­ 
tellectual troubles. 
Many scientists 
and 
psy­ 
chologists say biorhythm theo­ 
ries are pure pseudo-scientific 
bunk akin to astrology, but 
some industries and thousands 
of individuals are nevertheless 
preparing monthly biorhythm 
charts or having computers do 
it for them. 
Proponents, many of them 
engaged in the business of sell­ 
ing biorhythm charts, claim 
biorhythm cycles begin at birth 
and can be plotted throughout 
life. 
They say three rhythms — 
physical, 
emotional and in­ 
tellectual — are fixed into 
cycles of 23, 28 and 33 days re­ 
spectively. When drawn on a 
chart with the days of the 
month, the cycles appear as 
curves. 
Like astrology, the individ­ 
ual’s birthdate is needed to be­ 
gin the chart, in addition to the 
month and year for which the 
information is sought. As the 
theory goes, there are six “crit­ 
ical” days each month when 
extra care should be used in 
one’s action and thoughts. On 
the chart, these days appear 
where the curve crosses the 
middle of the chart. 
Although first charted in the 
latter part of the 19th Century 
by Herman Swoboda, a Vien­ 
nese psychologist, and later by 
ivilhelm Fleiss, a Berlin physi­ 
cian, no one really knows how 
biorhythm originated or who 
came up with the fixed periods 
of 23, 28 and 33 days. 


these cycles 
exist,” said George W. Houk, 
vice president of Psi Rhythms, 
Inc. “Everyone seems to know 
they’re there, but no one knows 
why they’re there.” 
Houk has sold over 2,000 kits 
at 
$3.95

for plotting 
biorhythm curves. He said he 
started his firm after learning 
of Japan’s interest in the sub­ 
ject and seeing a potential for 
profit. 
The Ohmi Railway Co. and 
other Japanese firms prepare 
biorhythm charts of their em­ 
ployes for use in accident pre­ 
vention. 
One Japanese 
bus 
company posts the biorhythm 
charts of its drivers daily so 
they can use extra care or not 
drive at all when the curves 
are low or critical.

Biorhythms, theoretical human 
cycles used to explain those fa­ 
miliar ups and downs of life, 
are being touted as the latest 
way to chart your way around 
physical, emotional and in­ 
tellectual troubles. 
Many scientists and psy­ 
chologists say biorhythm theo­ 
ries are pure pseudo-scientific 
bunk akin to astrology, but 
some industries and thousands 
of individuals are nevertheless 
preparing monthly biorhythm 
charts or having computers do 
it for them. 
Proponents, many of them 
engaged in the business of sell­ 
ing biorhythm charts, claim 
biorhythm cycles begin at birth 
and can be plotted throughout 
life. 
They say three rhythms — 
physical, emotional and in­ 
tellectual — are fixed into 
cycles of 23, 28 and 33 days re­ 
spectively. When drawn on a 
chart with the days of the 
month, the cycles appear as 
curves. 
Like astrology, the individ­ 
ual's birthdate is needed to be­ 
gin the chart, in addition to the 
month and year for which the 
information is sought. As the 
theory goes, there are six “crit­ 
ical” days each month when 
extra care should be used in 
one’s action and thoughts. On 
the chart, these days appear 
where the curve crosses the 
middle of the chart. 
Although first charted in the 
latter part of the I9th Century 
by Herman Swoboda, a Vien­ 
nese psychologist, and later by 
Vilhelm Fleiss, a Berlin physi­ 
cian, no one really knows how 
biorhythm originated or who 
came up with the fixed periods 
of 23, 28 and 33 days. 


“I’m convinced these cycles 
exist,” said George W. Houk, 
vice president of Psi Rhythms, 
Inc. “Everyone seems to know 
they’re there, but no one knows 
why they’re there."

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FOREIGN FARM PRODUCT COMPETITION 
American farmers are the most productive in the world, 
but their productivity sometimes goes unrewarded when they 
are forced to compete in the marketplace with heavily 
subsidized foreign imports. 
Dairy and meat products are a case in point. Because of 
these subsidies, the United States enforces a quota on 
imports of such food products. But quotas only ease the 
nroblem: they are not a total answer. 


Looser Health Standards 
Imported dairy and meat products still enjoy the 
advantage of less stringent sanitation standards than are 
imposed upon American farmers and food processors. 
Incredibly, the U.S. Food and Drug Administration conducts 
only limited inspection of such products when they enter this 
country. Only 10 per cent of imported dairy products, for 
example, are inspected at all. Even that small sample, 
however, has turned up shocking violations of health 
standards. 
In June 1973, 111,700 pounds of milk powder from 
Canada were rejected because they contained dead rodents 
and rodent filth. In September of the same year, the 
Department of Agriculture imposed restrictions on the use of 
imported non-fat dry milk because considerable portions had 
been produced in countries infested witt foot-and-mouth 
disease. 
These are only a few of the violation s that led FDA to 
reject nearly 7 per cent of all imported dairy products 
inspected in 1973. That was a good year. \ few years earlier, 
FDA rejected 24 per cent of all imports sampled. 


Livestock, Dairy Vital to Missouri 
The livestock and dairy industries --re a vital part of 
Missouri’s agricultural economy. In 1973, cash receipts for 
livestock sales in the state were $1.2 billion and for dairy 
products $195 million. 
I think it is unfair to require Missouri iarmers to meet 
health and sanitation standards not enforce«! against their 
foreign competitors. In order to remedy the situation, I have 
co-sponsored a bill in the Senate to require all foreign meat 
and dairy imports to undergo the same complete inspection 
as applies to domestic products and, moreover, to require 
that foreign producers pay for the cost of sued inspections. In 
addition, the act would require that all imported meat ana 
dairy products be clearly labeled “imports.” 
Quite apart from the question of foreign competition, I 
believe this legislation is essential for the protection of public 
health.

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
state of Missouri is losing an 
unknown amount of revenue 
because 
of 
antiquated 
methods of checking diesel 
fuel tax reports filed by in­ 
terstate motor carriers. 
For the last quarter of this 
year, the excise tax bureau of 
the Department of Revenue 
figured that approximately 
1,000 of the state’s interstate 
truckers did not file motor fuel 
tax reports on fuel bought at 
the pump. 
The excise tax bureau now 
checks on delinquent truckers 
on a “hit and miss” basis 
because of the time factor 
involved 
with 
manually 
checking fuel tax records. 
Because of this haphazard 
method, the state has never 
known how much revenue it 
was losing. 
The bureau, however, will 
begin using a computer early 
next year to help catch 
truckers who are delinquent in 
reporting and paying their 
diesel fuel tax. 
The computer will be able to 
compare 
the 
names 
of 
truckers who do not file with 
the total list of motor carriers 
operating in Missouri. This 
will give the bureau a com­ 
plete list of truckers who are 
delinquent in paying fuel 
taxes. 
For fiscal year 1975, diesel 
fuel accounted for more than 
$18 million in revenue for 
Missouri, a small tax when 
compared to more than $177 
million 
collected 
from 
gasoline taxes. 
“The 
new 
computer 
program is a step in the right 
direction,” says Jim Wood­ 
ward, manager of the excise 


tax bureau. “Right now there 
are three la d ies handling 
13,000 
quarterly 
reports, 
com p letely m anually. T his 
new system will tell us who is 
delinquent, who’s filing and 
who isn’t filing. 
“Just processing the diesel 
fuel tax reports is now a full­ 
time job. Once one quarterly 
reporting 
period 
has 
been 
finished we already have to 
get into the next quarter’s 
report,” Woodward says. 
The excise tax bureau is 
concerned more with motor 
carriers who fill their tanks on 
the road. Motor carriers who 
maintain bulk storage 
are 
m uch 
le ss 
a 
problem , 
Woodward says. 
The majority of the truckers 
who do not pay their diesel 
fuel taxes 
are 
out-of-state 
operators who travel through 
M issouri only o cca sion ally 
and either willfully or un­ 
wittingly do not file. 
“ The com puter program 
we’ll be using in the next 
quarter is a basic thing. We’ll 
keypunch a card for every 
operator in Missouri. We’ll 
then be able to cross-match on 
operators who file and those 
that do not,” Woodward says. 
“It’s sad but true, we don’t 
know how much money is 
■involved, how much money is 
not being paid to the state,” 
Woodward says. 


“The sheer numbers, the 
volume of it is basically our 
problem,” he says. “We’ll be 
doing what we did before, only 
we’ll be able to know who is 
not filing and take appropriate 
action.” 
For the delinquent truckers 
this will mean paying their 
diesel fuel tax money plus a $5 
fee. If a trucker is caught 
being delinquent twice in a 
row he can have his license 
revoked. 
A. Gerald Reiss, director of 
the

collection, says the problem 
in the excise tax bureau is 
part of an overall computer 
problem at the Department 
of Revenue. 
“In 
the revenue depart­ 
ment, the excise tax bureau is 
the last really good-sized area 
without any kind of automated 
a ssista n ce. 
In 
term s 
of 
completely manual operation, 
though, the excise tax bureau 
is doing a good job,” Reiss 
ays. 
Reiss says it is a problem of 
time, money and available 
computer capacity. 
The growth of the trucking 
industry in Missouri, though, 
makes it imperative that the 
excise tax bureau begin and 
expand a program toward 
■automation and away from- 
manual processes, Woodward 
says.

Researcher says, 


outlook bright for 


artificial heart 


DETROIT (AP) — A pioneer 
researcher in the use of arti­ 
ficial organs says the outlook is 
bright for the development of a 
totally artificial heart for hu­ 
mans. 
“Remarkable progress has 
been made in the past few 
years with the artificial heart,” 
Dr. Willem J. Kolff reported 
Thursday to an international 
leart surgery symposium at 
rlenry Ford Hospital. 
Kolff, inventor of an artificial 
ridney, is professor of surgery 
it the University of Utah. 
“We believe the future for 
he artifical heart is bright,” he 
»aid. “In an affluent society, 
nost people do not want to die, 
yet heart disease is the great­ 
est killer.” 
Kolff said an artificial heart 
already 
has been developed 
that is able to sustain animals 
of adult human size for up to 
three months. 
“We can expect that these ar­ 
tificial organs will be gradually 
improved and we can therefore 
make 
the 
unavoidable 
pre­ 
diction that the American citi­ 
zen, when faced with the al­ 
ternative of death, will not be 
refused an artificial heart if he 
ind his family want it.” 
But Kolff told some 450 sur­ 
geons attending the symposium 
hat 
“before 
a 
patient’s 
'hances 
are 
reduced 
to 
a 
choice between heart trans­ 
plantation or an artificial heart, 
jvery effort should be made to 
salvage his own heart.” 
Kolff reported on his ex­ 
periments with calves in which 
an artificial heart had been im­ 
planted. The longest survivals 
were 78 days and 94 days. 
Kolff said some serious prob­ 
lems remain to be solved be­ 
fore experiments on humans 
can begin. 
“We will have nothing to do 
with the implantation of an ar­ 
tificial heart until we are con­ 
vinced that the artificial heart 
that we will present has an ex­ 
cellent chance to rehabilitate 
the patient,” Kolff said. 
Another surgical pioneer, Dr. 
Clarence Dennis of the City 
College of New York at Stony 
Brook, agreed there is a bright 
future for the artificial heart. 
Dennis, who was the first sur­ 
geon to use a mechanical pump 
support for chronic heart fail­ 
ure, said the artificial heart 
probably would be perfected for 
human use sometiipe in the 
1980s.

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FOREIGN FARM PRODUCT COMPETITION 


American farmers are the most productive in the world, 
but their productivity sometimes goes unrewarded when they 
are forced to com pete in the marketplace with heavily 
subsidized foreign imports. 
Dairy and meat products are a case in point. Because of 
these subsidies, the United States enforces a quota on 
imports of such food products. But quotas only ease the 
nroblem; they are not a total answer. 


Looser Health Standards 
Imported dairy and meat products still enjoy the 
advantage of less stringent sanitation standards than are 
imposed upon American farmers and food processors. 
Incredibly, the U.S. Food and Drug Administration conducts 
only limited inspection of such products when they enter this 
country. Only 10 per cent of imported dairy products, for 
exam ple, are inspected at all. Even that small sam ple, 
however, has turned up shocking violations of health 
standards. 
In June 1973, 111,700 pounds of milk powder from 
Canada were rejected because they contained dead rodents 
and rodent filth. In September of the sam e year, the 
Department of Agriculture imposed restrict’o.is on the use of 
imported non-fat dry milk because considerable portions had 
been produced in countries infested wit* foot-and-m outh 
disease. 
These are only a few of the violatio* s that led FDA to 
reject nearly 7 per cent of all imported dairy products 
inspected in 1973. That was a good year. \ few years earlier, 
FDA rejected 24 per cent of all imports sam pled. 


Livestock, Dairy Vital to Missouri 
The livestock and dairy industries :re a vital part of 
M issouri’s agricultural economy. In 1971, cash receipts for 
livestock sales in the state were $1.2 billion and for dairy 
products $195 million. 
I think it is unfair to require Missouri iarmers to meet 
health and sanitation standards not enforced against their 
foreign com petitors. In order to remedy the situation, I have 
co-sponsored a bill in the Senate to require all foreign meat 
and dairy imports to undergo the same com plete inspection 
as applies to dom estic products and, m reover, to require 
that foreign producers pay for the cost of such inspections. In 
addition, the act would require that all imported meat and 
dairy products be clearly labeled ‘'imports." 
Q uite apart from the question of foreign com petition. 1 
believe this legislation is essential tor the protection o f public 
health.

JEFFERSON CITY - The

The computer will be able to 
com pare

of 
truckers who do not file with 
the total list of motor carriers 
operating in Missouri 
will give the bureau a com ­ 
plete list of truckers who are 
delinquent in paying fuel 
taxes. 
For fiscal year 1975, diesel 
fuel accounted for more than 
$18 million in revenue for 
Missouri, a sm all tax when

program is a step in the right 
direction," says Jim Wood­ 
ward, manager of the excise 


tax bureau. “Right now there

This 
new system will tell us who is 
delinquent, who’s filing and 
who isn’t filing. 
“Just processing the diesel 
fuel tax reports is now a full­ 
time job.

“The sheer numbers, the 
volume of it is basically our 
problem," he says. “We’ll be 
doing what we did before, only 
we’ll be able to know who is 
not filing and take appropriate 
action.” 
For the delinquent truckers 
this will mean paying their 
diesel fuel tax money plus a $5 
fee. If a trucker is caught 
being delinquent twice in a 
row he can have his license 
revoked.

Researcher says, 
outlook bright for 
artificial heart 


DETROIT (AP) — A pioneer 
researcher in the use of arti­ 
ficial organs says the outlook is 
bright for the development of a 
totally artificial heart for hu­ 
mans. 
“Remarkable progress has 
been made in the past few 
years with the artificial heart," 
Dr. Willem J. Kolff reported 
Thursday to an international 
leart surgery symposium at 
Jenry Ford Hospital. 
Kolff, inventor of an artificial 
lidney, is professor of surgery 
it the University of Utah. 
“We believe the future for 
he artifical heart is bright," he 
>aid. “In an affluent society, 
nost people do not want to die, 
yet heart disease is the great­ 
est killer ” 
Kolff said an artificial heart 
already 
has been developed 
that is able to sustain animals 
of adult human size for up to 
three months. 
“We can expect that these ar­ 
tificial organs will be gradually 
improved and we can therefore 
make 
the 
unavoidable 
pre­ 
diction that the American citi­ 
zen, when faced with the al­ 
ternative of death, will not be 
efused an artificial heart if he 
md his family want i t ” 
But Kolff told some 450 sur­ 
geons attending the symposium 
hat 
“before

choice between heart trans­ 
plantation or an artificial heart, 
jvery effort should be made to 
salvage his own heart.” 
Kolff reported on his ex­ 
periments with calves m which 
in artificial heart had been im­ 
planted. Hie longest survivals 
were 78 days and 94 days. 
Kolff said some serious prob­ 
lems remain to be solved be­ 
fore experiments on humans 
can begin. 
“We will have nothing to do 
with the implantation of an ar­ 
tificial heart untU we are con­ 
vinced that the artificial heart 
that we will present has an ex­ 
cellent chance to rehabilitate 
the patient,” Kolff said 
Another surgical pioneer, Dr. 
Clarence Dennis of the City 
College of New York at Stony 
Brook, agreed there is a bright 
future for the artificial heart. 
Dennis, who was the first sur 
geon to use a mechanical pump 
support for chronic heart fail­ 
ure, said the artificial heart

1 just received a letter 
telling me I’m not eligible for 
supplemental security income. I 
disagree.

Jackie Cooper was in a fighting 
mood, aiming his jabs at tele­ 
vision critics, the networks and 
“ The Fam ily Hour.” 
His attitude was natural; he 
is baffling for the survival of 
his new television series, "M o­ 
bile One.” The odds seem long, 
but it’s best not to bet against 
Cooper After spending all but 
three of his 54 years in show 
biz world, he is a master of the 
art of survival. 
Last week, ABC moved the 
series from Friday to Monday 
nights, 
which 
Cooper 
fears 
might be shifting from frying 
pan to fire. 
“ Our show had an impossible 
spot on Frid ay,” he said. “ We 
were up against not one, but 
three shows that have been in 
the top five — 
Sanford and 
Son,’ ‘Chico and the Man’ and 
‘M-A-S-H.* 
“ But is Monday going to be 
any better? W e’ll be facing the 
powerhouse 
of 
‘Rhoda’ 
and 
‘Ph yllis’ in the East and All in 
the Fam ily’ on the West Coast. 
We go on before the football 
game back there and afterward 
out here. And after three weeks 
we’ll be pre-empted 
“ Even with that competition, 
we managed to get a 20 to 22 
per cent share of the audience 
on Friday. But if we can’t start 


building on Monday, gaining 
more audience each week, we’ll 
go down the tubes “ 
Cooper is enough of a realist 
to admit that “ Moile One” is 
not the greatest TV series to 
come along since “ The Defend­ 
ers.” When Jack Webb first 
suggested the show, Cooper de­ 
clined. As an in-demand guest 
star (“ K ojak," “ The Rockford 
F iles’ ), director (he won an 
Em m y 
for 
“ M-A-S-H") 
and 
producer (he headed production 
at Screen Gen**;, he had no 
ambition to be tied down as a 
series star. 
“ But I was pleased that Jack 
had brought me a reporter, in­ 
stead of the doctors, cops and 
private eyes that flood the net­ 
works," said Cooper. “ When 
Jack talked about the show a 
second time, I was more inter­ 
ested. At that time he had the 
reporter in a small TV station 
in a small town. I argued that 
the audience wanted to see a 
reporter in a big city covering 
important .news stones. Jack 
went along with me on that.” 
Cooper did not agree with the 
original 
inclination 
of 
the 
series, which tended toward the 
rush action of “ Em ergency.” 
ABC insisted, he said, and he 
quelled his instincts as produc- 
er-director — “ I get a lot of 
money to stay out of it.” 


The reviews of "M obile One ’ 
were 
almost uniformly 
bad. 
The number-one reason, said 
Cooper, was that critics "are 
out to get Jack Webb.”

Commonwealth or 
Common Sense?

WASHINGTON, 
DC. (Lib­ 
erty Lobby News Service)- 
Recently, I had the oppor­ 
tunity to testify before the 
Senate Interior and Insular 
Affairs Committee 
on the 
proposed admission of the 
Mananas 
Islands 
into 
the 
United States as a common­ 
wealth. 
As background, the North­ 
ern Marianas Islands are a 
part of Micronesia, a series of 
more 
than 
2,000 
islands 
forming three major archipel­ 
agoes in the Western Pacific 
Ocean. 
These Islands have 
been governed under a U.S. 
trusteeship since World War 
II. If one is to believe the 
chief sponsor of the bill, Rep. 
Phillip Burton (D-Calif.), the 
Islan d s 
have 
steadfastly 
sought 
commonwealth 
or 
statehood 
status 
with 
the 
U.S. for 20 years. 
Strangely, the natives of 
Micronesia rejected common­ 
wealth status offered by this 
government as late as 1970. 
Then 
suddenly 
in 
1975, 
about 
75 
percent 
of the 
citizens voted to become a 
commonwealth. 
A U.S. commonwealth or 
territory shares in the nation­ 
al aspirations and benefits of 
the governing country, but its 
residents do not have to pay 
federal 
income 
taxes. 
All 
assessed taxes revert back to 
the local governing authority 
although the sovereign na­ 
tion, in this case the U.S., 
picks up the defense tab and 
the cost of various govern­ 
ment assistance programs. 
I told the Committee it 
was 
not 
proper 
for 
the 
delegates of Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, Guam or the 
Northern Marianas to have 
voting delegates in the House 
of 
Representatives because 
they do not contribute taxes 


to 
the 
economy 
of 
our 
Nation. 
When 
responding 
to 
a 
statement that they are in 
fact called “ non-voting” dele­ 
gates, I pointed out to the 
Senators that under Rule XII 
of the House, the delegates 
do indeed have a committee 
vote, and they can debate on 
the floor of the House. I 
added the fact that they have 
all the privileges of a regular 
member of the House, except 
for voting on the floor. 
Many of the sponsors of 
the bill say these committee 
votes are unimportant. The 
truth is that a committee vote 
is of vital importance for it is 
in committee where the de­ 
cision is made to reject or 
forward bills for considera­ 
tion by the entire House. 
Three votes on the floor of 
the House are not nearly so 
important as three votes in 
committee. 
This is simply 
because there are 435 mem­ 
bers of the House and per­ 
haps 30 members on a com­ 
mittee. 
The 
bill 
to 
make 
the 
Northern 
Marianas a com­ 
monwealth also would award 
more than S117 million to 
the 14,335 citizens inhabiting 
the Islands . . . which aver­ 
ages about $8,200 per citizen. 
Not bad, if you don’t have 
to pay federal income taxes. 
hearing the loss of military 
bases in the South Pacific, the 
administration and the Penta­ 
gon 
have 
pushed 
for 
the 
admission of the Marianas. 
None of this is mentioned, 
however. What is stressed is 
the keen desire of the people 
of the Marianas to become 
Amencan citizens. Thus to 
oppose 
their 
admission 
is 
unpatriotic.

(AP) — After 
his fourth heart attack, cowboy 
Charles Good rode off his Ne­ 
vada spread on his Indian pony 
and into the sunrise to see as 
much of the East as he could. 
On a stop in Sheldon on his 
saddle trip to Pennsylvania the 
leathery, 59-year-old maverick 
said he never had been as far 
East as Cheyenne, Wyo. and 
just wanted to take in a hunk of 
the rest of the country and, 
maybe, see his two sisters 
somewhere along the way. 
Last March he said he 
packed his bedroll, an extra 
shirt and a razor and mounted 
Buck, a 25-year-old pony he 
raised from a bottle. 
He said adios to his coyote, 
Bob; his brother, Harry L.; 38,- 
000 head of white-faced here- 
fords, and a 190,000-acre ranch 
near Reno, Nev. 
“I had this feelin’ that the 
sun was beginning to set on 
.me. So I figured me and Buck 
better hightail it.” 
Good, a bachelor, camps out 
most of the time. 
“We hole up at nights under 
some trees away from the road 
and I let Buck graze,” he said. 
“He always stays by me, 
though. I grub at roadside 
stands.
